‘The reasons given by Nanking 
fox the delay in supplying the 
British Government with their 
version of what, actually haypen- 
vd cast no reflection upon the 
Chinese Government, ‘They do, 
however, call into question the 
amount of control over their 
subordinate officials and their 
general handling of foreigners 
who happen to come into their 
custody, It is clear that a per- 
son of the peculiar temperament 
‘of Colonel Huang, who, provok- 
ed by an unarmed prisoner, 
shoots him out of hand, was not 

+ the type of person best fitted to 
‘occupy a position of command, 
and it points to the danger that 
foreigners do encounter when it 
happens that they fall into the 
hands of subordinate officials as 
irresponsible as they are ixra- 
tional. It cannot be too clearly 
emphasized that the avoidance 
‘of such incidents in the future 
ean only be ensured by the de- 
vising of adequate machinery 
for the purpose of dealing with 
foreigners who may be unfortun~ 
ate enough to come into the 
hands of the Chinese authori- 
ties. 

‘There is something even more 
serious. Whatever may or may] 
mot have been the charges| 
against the late Mr. Thorburn, it} 
is clear that he was not brought| 
before a court of law at the ear-| 
est possible moment—that he 
‘was held for a period of a week| 
in the custody of a military| 
branch of the government without} 
any opportunity being given him, 
apparently, to secure advice or| 
comfort. "He was not handed 
‘over to the jurisdiction of a] 
eourt where his interests might] 
have been better protected, for, 
even if he were guilty of the 























charges levelled against him in 
‘the note, he still had interests| 
which it would be the duty of a 
thoroughly established judicature 
to care fer, Had “Thorburn 
been handed over to the Courts, 
however efficient they may or may 
not be, he would not have been 
subjected to interrogation by Col. 
Huang and the opportunity for| 
feommitting the murder would 
never have occurred. ‘Thus while 
the frankness of ‘the Chinese 
government is to its credit, it] 
must not be surprised if the for- 
‘eign communities in China view 
of the abolition of| 
extraterritoriality with no little 
en.

At the risk of being guilty of 
continuous reiteration, it seems| 
desirable, now that other sea- 
sonal preoccupations of Shang- 
hai have passed, to draw atten- 
tion to certain ‘aspects of the 
lately ended Thorburn cai 
which appear worthy of emphasis 
in view of the cognate question 
of extraterritoriality. It has 
been pointed out to the “North- 
China Daily News” that the safe- 
guards written into the Pro- 
visional Constitution, adopted by 
the National People's Convention 
at Nanking on May 12, of this 
year, provide as much protection 
for accused persons under arrest 
as similar provisions in the 
constitutions of other countries 
Article 8 of the Provision: 
Constitution reads:— 

Except in accordance with law, 
no person (Jen min) shall be 
arrested, detained, tried or 
punished. 


‘When ‘a person js arrested or 
detained ‘ona criminal charge 
the organ responsible for his. (or 
her) arrest oF detention 
him (or her) to the com- 
ent, Court for trial not later 
than 24 hours. The party con- 
cerned may himself” petition, or 
Some. other person may petition 
‘on his behalf that he be brought 
(before, the Court) for trial 
within 24° hours. 
Like a large number of other 
provisions in the constitution 
or codes of China it is entirely 
adequate for the purpose for 
which it was drafted, if put into 
effect. The complaint in the 
‘Thorburn case is that it was not 
thus. applied. ‘Thorburn _ was| 
held a prisoner in the hands of 
his ultimate murderer for a 
period of six or seven days, 
deprived of the protection which 
the article quoted above was 
obviously designed to afford. 
At the most the Jad was to be 
charged with certain offences 
His guilt in connection there-| 
with had yet to be proved as it 
cannot be now—for it must be 
remembered that Thorburn was| 
|never afforded an opportunity of 
answering allegations — which| 
were almost posthumous from| 
the point of view of effective! 
time—and it is even possible:

may eventually have been found 
in a properly organised court as 
little credible as the suggestion| 
which has been made, of this| 
young man wandering round the 
country equipped with chloro- 
form and a gauze mask.

had continually to meet. But} 
the remedy starts from a 
different point, Other govern- 
ments, firm in their constitutional 
security, have been able to deal 

en- 
countered immediately from the 
standpoints of severe economy 
and increased taxation. China 
stands a little further back in 
the race: she has first to 
establish her constitutional 
safety and that can only be! 
achieved by that national unity, 
the absence of which was $0] 
seriously deplored by those very| 
bankers without whose continual 
tance Nanking could never 
carried on for practically 
five years. From the internal 
evidence shown in the resolu- 
tions of the Bankers Association’ 
it would appear that Nanking 
has been raising something in 
excess of $12,000,000 per mensem| 
fy bond issues.

With the assistance which has 
thus been given them in this 
representation of prevailing 
conditions and the exhortation 
to sink their common differences 
for the good of the nation as a 
whole, it is to be hoped that both 
Nanking and Canton will do 
their utmost to reach a lasting 
agreement, without which the 
affairs of the country will 
worsen with increasing rapidity.

and even though it only amounts, 
to the unification of the Kuomin- 
tang that should and must be the 
first etep towards securing a real 
unity ‘throughout the whole .

THE LEAGUE 


Nov. 
_, The Manchurian incident and 
ite discussion by the League of 
Nations has naturally created 
cn the one hand widespread 
anxiety for the prestige of the 
League and on the other a cel 
tain amount of gratification 
the belief that the alleged 
futility of the League will be 
exposed. A former resident 
Shanghai, who still wateh 
affairs here with more than 
academic interest, has, in a 
London evening paper, der 
himeelf of the opinion that the 
troubles in the Far East and in 
other parts of the world ave in 
no small measure due to the 
sentimentalism of the intel 
national policy for which the 
League stands, This, of course, 
is a view which has a certain 
measure of currency, Its fallacy 
ies in the assumption that the 
League of Nations represents 
nothing but sentiment and 
idealism, There is, naturally, 
idealism’ about the ‘League, It 
was born of the ideals which 
inspired men and women to make 
great sacrifices in the War. To 
suggest, however, that _ the 
Lengue’ itself pursues these 
ideals in a sentimental spirit is 
to ignore the facts of its short 
history. The League is essen- 
tially ‘a practical body. Even 
the combined force of the 
wisdom of all the nations cannot, 
necessarily produce perfect 
knowledge and perfect judgment, 
The League, therefore, has made 
fakes and will make more 
mistakes in future, But its 
achievements have been more 
Temarkable than its errors. AS 
it stands to-day it could hardly 
be pretended seriously that, 80 
recently as July last, the Prime 
Minister of England and two of 
his predecessors would stand on 
a common platform and pledge 
themselves to support the 
League's policy of disarmament 
if they felt that as a prfictical 
body it had no value. 


‘There is a school of thought 
which pretends to give the 
League a half-measure of praise. 
‘This school says that, although 
the League may fail in big affairs 
of diplomatic importance | be- 
tween various states, it has done 
remarkably good work in the 
development of international 
interest in such matters as 
Jabour, the. protection of the 
workers, and the prevention or 
control of social evils such as 
‘the drug traffic and com 
meréialised vice. These diffident 
admirers of the League might 
go further and say that in 
coming to the assistance of 
financially embarrassed coun: 
‘ries the League has beon of 
service, But the nrgament goes 
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that when it comes to a question 
of territorial rights or national 
prestige the League is helpless. 
It has been stated severa) times 
during the course of | the Sino- 
Japanese conflict over | Man- 
churia that Japan would not 
hesitate to withdraw from the 
League if her case were un- 
favourably considered. Japan 
undoubtedly received a set-back 
at the hands of the Council of 
the League. Japan has not 
given notice of withdrawal from 
the League, and no thinking man 
would expect her to do so. Japan 

‘a nation highly charged with 
riotic idealism, but also ex- 











coptionally practical. ‘The 
Japanese nation would not ac- 
quiesee in its Government's 





adherence to the League if it 
felt that the League itself were 
merely an empirical dabbler in 
sentiment and ideal. The League 
has its difficulties, which are, 
naturally, coming’ more pri 
minently to the fore now that it 
has a longer history behind it. 
No country maintains the same 
political course as the years go 
by, and it is quite safe to believe 
that as time passes the League 
may find a radical readjustment 
of its machinery to be necessary. 
‘There are manifest disadvant- 
ages in the prominence given by 
the League to European affairs. 
It is possible that when M. 
Briand’s scheme of a United 
States of Europe is proper! 
developed the League will be 
able to decontralise much of its 
Buropean work and, therefore, 
he freér to devote’ itself to a 
more extensive study of the vast 
area of its purview. 

But if the League had done 
nothing else, its success in 
bringing a general disarma 
conference within measurable 
distance of approach should re- 
fute the attacks on its efficacy. 
Obviously, it must attract the 
very vocal elements which are 
loosely known as pacifist, and it 
is notorious that such elements 
are not the most stable factors 
the formulation of sound 




















—--——— international’ “opinion. But the 
League has also attracted not 
only the Prime Ministers and 


Foreign Ministers of the great 
nations of the world, it has 
‘with enthusiasm men who ha 
been: leaders of their countri 
‘war ‘and who have shown 
themselves redoubtable ex- 
ponents of the practical applic 
tion of force. It is just the men 
who fought’ in the War who 
realise the importance to the 
world of mobilising the natio 

for peace. It is to the credit of 
the League that, a year ago, at 
any rate, the’ prospects ’ of 
nother European conflagration 
were vigorously canvassed. To- 
cay it would be wrong to say 
that the danger of such a con- 



























fagration has passed. But it 
an be said, fearlessly, that, 
thanks to the efforts ‘of the 


League and to the enthusiasm 
which its principles have 
engendered, much ground has 
heen gained in saving the world 
from such a catastrophe. A 
xreat deal of credit is due to 
the lead given outside the 
League by the United States of 
America, when President Hoover 
made his historic pronouncement 
in favour of a moratorium. The 
various personal discucsions 
which have taken place between 
the heads of the different states 
all point to the recognition of 
the influence of the League. 
The truth is that on the League 
are pinned the hopes of the 
world for its protection against 
those forces which would ruin 
all attempts to reconstruct and 
restore stability. The strength 
of the League's position lies in 
the fact that the financial fabric 
of the nations is so strained as 
to make the folly of war more 
vividly apparent than perh: 

it might be were prosperity in 
full sway. This would be but a 
temporary basis on which the 
League could rest, ‘The con- 
clusion, therefore, is that its 
chief justifeation’ lies in the 
appeal which it makes to the 
practical aspect of statesman- 
ship. And as each year passes 
by-and the League manages to 
funetion with success, the grow- 
ing support which it thereby 
must obtain will keep it firm in 
the confidence of the nations. 
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GRAVE OUTLOOK

It is more than a little difficult 
to see why League of Nations 
cireles at Geneva should be 
astonished at the manner in| 
which the Japanese attitude has 
developed since the Council 
adjourned its sessions on the 
Manchurian dispute. Whether 
the case which Mr. Yoshizawa 
Dut forward at Geneva was a 
good one or a bad, the fact re- 
mains that as long ago as. 
October 26 the attitude of Japan 
was clearly defined in the state- 
ment issued by the Japanese 
Government that day. In that 
communication it was placed on 
record that, as early as October 
9 in a Note from the Japanese 
Minister for Foreign Affairs to: 
the Chinese Minister at Tokyo, 
Japan was willing to negotiat 
with China on “certain basic 
principles that should regulate 
normal inter-relationship__be- 
tween the two countries.” ‘Those 
basic principles were described

also took their courage in thei 
hands and sacrificed their im- 
mediate interests for the good 
of the nation. Indeed, in 
assembling the Cabinet he has, 
Mr. MacDonald has done much 
to justify the confidence which 
the electorate placed. in him. It 
is composed of men loyat to the 
ideals whieh dominate the Prime 
Minister, and willing to com-_| 
promise on their policies in a 
manner, best calculated to en- 
hance the goneral good. 

Lord Reading has not accept- 
ed ‘the portfolio for Foreign 
Affairs, but there is comfort in

It only needs some antiquarian 
to arisé and tell the world that 
China discovered and solved the 
traffic problem while the ances-| 
tors of the western races were 
still hiding in funkholes from 
woolly rhinoceroses, for the 
student who has long ago become 
convinced that there is nothing 
the Chinese did not do before us, 
and much better than we. ever 
did, to. say. triumphantly: “I 
told you so.” ‘The nature of the 
most imposing _ highways—or’ 
perhaps what is left of them—| 
makes it obvious that there must 
have been a traffic problem on 
them, and a serious one at that. 
When you have a road which is 
Jittle more than six feet wide, 
and this is pointed out to you as 
an example of the wonderful 
engineering skill of those in 
ancient times, you may be 
tempted to ask how they manag- 
ed when, say, two sedan chairs, 
euch bearing a mandarin of: 
many feathers, met upon a 
slippery day, and whether or not 
there was any congestion. There 
must have been. It could not 
have been avoided, But the! 
Sactor which made’ things so 
‘much easier in those days was 
that mo one really worried 
whether there was congestion 
What did it matter? If some 
‘mechanically-minded disciple of 
the sages had then suggested the 
expenditure of sixteen million 
dollars on doubling the highway 
Just to relieve the pressure of 
frame, as has been done in New 
York, he would doubtless have 





been’ spared the trouble of 
putting forward any other 
Suggestions. ‘The emperor in 


his divinity would have decreed 
the death by a thousand cuts as 
4 merciful manner in which to 
Put the man out of his misery.

Make it a Real Substantial 
Meal 


Now that the surimer—such as 
we have had—has gone, no form 
of homely hospitality is ‘more wel- 
Jcome on an autumn evening than 
a high tea. It is a substantial 
meal, often the last one of the 
when easily prepared savouries are 
jeaten in addition to cakes and 
jscones of all kinds. 

Novel Sausage Rolls 
Sausage rolls are always sure to 
be liked on these occasions, and 
here is a new and homely way of 
making them. 

‘Take a pound of pork saitsages, 
Jput them into a pan, cover with cold 
water, and bring to the boil. 
Skin them, mash the meat lightly 
with a fork, and when cold divide it 
into twelve equal parts. 
With a pound of flour mix a good 
teaspoonful of baking’ powder “and 
a little salt and pepper, and rub 
in 2 oz, butter. 
Beat an egg in half a pint of 
milk and water and mix with the 
Nour into a smooth paste. 
Roll out quickly and cut into 
twelve rounds. Into the middle of 
Jeach put a portion of the sausage 
meat. 

Moisten the edges of the pastry 
with water, pinch them together

Make a piece of 
short pastry, using half a pound of 
Jkood dripping or margarine to a 
pound of flour and a teaspoonful of 
baking powder. Mix to a smooth 
paste with water, roll out thin, and 
cut in halves. 

Over one half spread some apples 
that have been stewed to a mar- 
malade, with sugar to sweeten and 
two, or three “ounces of stoned 
raisins. 

Cover with the other piece of 
pastry and fasten the edges 
securely. 

Bake in a hot oven, and when 
Jcold remove from the pan and cut 
into squares. Sprinkle wit 
before serving.
